J’his De|>artment, ^.rhile 
under Mr. Goldie’s control, was 
responsible for the cessation of 
political crimes not only in Ctdcutta 
but, in co-operation with the.

The 
latter, with t^ie aid of his fellow- 
constable Balirani Singh, clung 
tenaciously to one prisioner, who.si' 
arrest was elfected, and who jiroved 
to be a notorious Punjalii oirender 
with si.x previous conviciions. 

This otlicer joined the Bengal Police 
as a Sub-Iiispi'ctor in the year 1S91. 
His work has always been of an 
e.\c(‘[)tionally high standard. In 
several enquiries of a secret nature 
he has displayed both tact and 
courage and has throu^diout his 
.servic' proved himself a mbsl 
trustworthy and zealous officer.

From 
April 1912, he held charge of the 
Special Branch of the Calcutta 
Police, where for four years he 
showed* a whole-hearted devotion 
to duty, and exceptional ability. 
Subsequently, while on district duty, 
bis rare tact and insight elicited 
special comment. He has performed 
valuable imlitical and secret services 
at considerable personal risk.

Thei'- grant will he subject 
to the condition that the total pension of an ollic(*r rcct'iving the higher 
class'additional pension shall not ('XC('ed £I,l)(M)a year and that of an ollicer 
receiving the lower class shall not ('xcet'd £9(M) a year.

(i) Three yeais’ substantive service; or 

(ii) Three years' continuous olliciuting service ; or

4. The posts (jualifying for the higher pension will he all civil posts 
which now cairy a pay of not loss than Rs. 4,000 a month. 'I'lie j)osts (jiiali- 
fying for the lower pension will l)e all civil posts which now carry a pay of 
not less than Rs. 3,000 a month. 

.5. The ja^riod of three years’ service prescribed in paragraph 3 above i.s 
an absolute minimum, and no portion of either cla.ss of additional pension 
will he admissihle to an ollica-r who has held a qualifying post for a shorter 
period. A period of three* years, s|)ent partly in a post or posts qualifying 
for the higher, and partly in a post or posts (pialifying for the lower class 
additional j)en:.ion, will, however, entitle an oflicer to a lower class jiension.

STATKMRNT OF OB.TECTS AND REASONS. 

The aliolitiou of the payment of the usual J.a per cent, solatium in the 
ca.se of land compulsorily acquired by the Calcutta Improvement .Trust 
aroused considerable opposition when the Calcutta Improvement Act was 
jiassed. Some years later the Calcutta Improvement Trust, in making pro¬ 
posals to Government for the amendment of the Act of 1911, recommended 
that the 15 per cent, solatium should be re.stored, and a formal re.solution 
to this effect was moved in the old Legislative Council by Uai Bahadur 
Kadha Charan Pal in 1919. In the Govt'rninent reply to that resolution it 
was stated that (Tovernment proposed to legislate so as to restore this 
solatium in the case of all street schemes, although not in the case of general 
improvement schemes, which are (jrdinarily designed to remedy in.sanitary 
Conditions produced by the improper use of land. It was, however, ulti¬ 
mately decided by Government that, as the majority of the schemes under¬ 
taken by the Calcutta Improvement Trust were actually street improvement 
schemes, it was desirable that the limitation on the grant of the solatium, 
which had bcfui originally approved, should be I'cinoved, :ind that the pro¬ 
visions of the Land Ac(|Uisition Act on this point should be restored in 
their entirety. In the meantime several other defects in the Act had been 
revealed as the result of some years’ experience, and it was decided to under- 
• lake a thorough revision of the Statute, but as the Reforms were shortly to 
come into operation, it was resolved that the amending Bill, which had been 
drafted, should be submitted to the Minister, Local Self-GovfWJiment IKqmrt- 
ment, for his examination Certain points raised In the larger Bill are still 
under di8cu*ssion, and as it is not considered equitable that the privilege of 
the solatium should be any longer withheld from those entitled to it, now 
that the principle has been conceded, it has beeil decided to introduce a short 
amending Bill, which deals merely with this subject, with the intention 
that the larger Bill should be introcluced :is early as possible.

Seneral Features of the Administration.— The year under review com¬ 
pleted the 60th year of the life of the Trust, and was marked by an improtant 
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chnngo in f iie administration of the Port by the passing of an amending Act, 
authorizing 'die appointment of a whole-time salaried Chairman and a Deputy. 
Chairman in place of a part-time Chairman and a Vice-Chairman. The gx-osB 
tonnage visiting the port during the year approximated to that^uf the best 
pre-war years. I'he following statistics of traffic show the trade of the port 
as compared with the previous seven years :—

Income.— The income for tlio y ar was the highest attained in the 
history of the Trust, being Rs. 2,66,08,0:^2 against Rs. 2,23,55,614 of the 
preceding yeai*. Tlie chi»4‘ increases occurred under the heads .Jetties,'Ren¬ 
table lands and buildings, Wet docks and River dues. 

The war surcharges wert' withdrawn from 31st March 1920, but in 
addition to other measures it was found necessary to impose a special scale 
of storage or rent charges from April 1920 to ensure the rapid removal of 
goods and thus to avoid congestion in the transit sheds. 

Expenditure. —The total disbursements for the year, including a special 
appropriation of Rs. 25 lakhs to meet the depi'ociation of Sinking Fund invest¬ 
ments amounted todls. 2,51,61,205 as against the revised estimate for the year 
f)f Rs. 2,11,91,945 and the actual expenditure of the preceding year of 
Rs. 2,25,5C875. The actual e.xpen liture api)ro(!iably exceeded tlie revis(.id 
budget estimates under the following ht.'ads ;—

JnttiSS. —The tonnage handled at tho_ .Jetties was 684,990 tons in 
1920-21, as compared with 713,746 tons in 1919-20. The decrease of 28,766 
tons was attributable almost entirely to the high proportion of iron and steel 
and matdiinery in the cargoes dealt with. There was, however, a very marked 
incretise in the earnings of the Jetties, the amount for the year being 
Rs. 62,16,693 against Rs. 22,44,027 in the jxreceding year. The increase was 
due chiefly to the higher rent charges ; but each berth in use was ultilisod 
on average for 347 days during tho year compared with 265 days during 
1919-20T The unprecedented number )f heavy lifts brought out by import 
steamers greatly reduced the rate of discharge. 

Docks. —One thousand one hundred and thirty-three vessels were berthed 
at the docks during the ye^r under review as* against 966 in the previous 
year. The tonnage of the Docks traffic was 413,357 tons imports mid 
.4,180,119 tons exports, as against 663,066 and 3,411.455. There was a 
fall in the importations of rice and paddy :'nd Java Sugar and a remarkable 
increase in the exports of coal. 

Inland Vessels Wharves, Bud^e-Budge.— There was a irmaU decrease in 
the income from tbo Inland Vessels Wharves as compared with the previous 
year mainly due to a diminished traflRc in rice and paddy, grain, seeds and 
hetelnuts and in building materials. • * 
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One hundred and ninty-five vessels were berthed at Budge-Budge Petro¬ 
leum Wharf daring the year as compared with 150 in the preceding year. 

T6B W&rsIlOllSS.—The trade in tea decreased by about 25 per cent, in 
comparisonVith that of last year and the receipts were less by nearly Rs. 1 
lakh chiefly mhder t^ie head of storage charges, 

Navi^ablO Channals. —An important feature of the year was the exten¬ 
sion of the boundaries ol the port proper in a northerly direction from the 
present limits at Oossiporo to Konnagore, while the limits of the navigable 
river and its approaches were extended north as far as Kalna in the district 
of BuVdw'an. It is anticipated that these developments will ensure in the 
future a more complete and effective control of the river channel. The river 
channefs between the Sandheads and the Port were maintained in a satis¬ 
factory condition. • 

Night Navigation.— Owing to the heavy programme of work the annual 
overhaul of the gas and channel buoys was not completed by the end of the 
year, but satisfactory progress was made. 

Capital Works .—The chief capital works in progress during the year 
were :— 

" 1. King (ieorge’s Dock. The commencement of this work was made 

and a comnienun-ution stone was laid by His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Connaught on t)ie 2nd Februaiy 1921. 

2. (xarden Reach idversido berths. 

3. Reconstruction of No. 3 Calcutta Jetty. 

4. 'rh(! Rangoon Passenger Shed or Dharmasala, which was completed 
towaids the -end of the year. The greater part of the cost of thi.s Imilding 
was defrayed by Rai Mukhram Kanuria Bahadur. 

.5. Several important additions were mad(! to the Connuissioners’ fleet 
of vessels. Cood progress was niaile with a large new suction dredger named 
the (r'uiigu, and a powerful new tug the Sir Frc\lrick Dunmyne, to 
replace the Retriever/ wnn under constri.ction. 

Capital Account. —The total liabilities of the Trust on capital account 
at the el()S(i of the year including the outstanding portion of the Covernment 
loan and the debenture loans still line for reoayment. less the value of the 
assets of the Sinking Fund, amountc'd to 1 . 10'42 crores, while the total. 
assets aggregated Rs. 15'3H crores includi a sum of Rs. '.‘28 crores^ 
spent on works in progress. 

Ganorai. —'rini amending Act of 1920 providing for a whole-time salaried 
Chairman which became law in October 1920, was not brought into effect till* 
after the close of the year 1920-21. The Hon’ble Sir C'harles Stevensoii- 
Moore, K.e.i.K., c.v.o., i.e.s., vacated the appointment of Ohairman on the 
• 6th May 1920 and was succeeded by the Ilon’ble Mr. F. J. Monahan, i.c.s., 
till the 16th Decembm* 1920 and then by Mr. D. H. Lees, l.c.s. 
Mr. S. C. Stuart Williams continued throughout the year to hold the post 
of Vice-Chairman.

First Forecast of the Wheat Crop of Bei^al, r021>22. 

(Noti. —On an average Of the five years ending I9t9-'i0, the area under wiieat in Bengal has repreaontad 
some 0'4 per cent, of the total area under wheat in India. The ratio of the irrigated wheat 
acreage to total wheat acreage in (a) British India, and (i) in the territory now reported on, 
has in the five years ending 1919*20, averaged (a) 42'3 and (6) 16 0 per cent., respectively.) 

Explanatory. —’Three forecasts of the wheat crop arts published. This 
forecast deals only with the area sown and the general condition of tl^o crop 
in its early stages. . , 

Acreage.—According to the estimates of the District Officers, the total 
area sown amounts to 124,800 acres against 114,300 and 116,900 acres 
reported, respectively, in the corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 

Charactar of tho soason. —The rainfall in September and October was 
generally defective throughout the Province, but the moisture left in the soil 
was sutiicient for the preparatory tillage and for the sowings of tho crop 
which commenced generally in the normal time. Since then, complete 
drought has prevailed and the present condition is reported to be only fair.
